THOUGHTS THAT HARM. 
If we appreciated the wide influ­ 
ence that our thoughts exercise upon 
our happiness we would unquestion­ 
ably hold them in better control. Many 
of us think perhaps, that we do exer­ 
cise sufficient control over them as it 
is, and consequently there is no neces­ 
sity for a more thorough understand­ 
ing of them. 
We are content to be 
able to keep those that are unkind and 
uncharitable locked up in some ob­ 
scure corner of the 
mind 
and think 
that we are doing our duty. The trou­ 
ble, however, is that we do not always 
hide them 
away as securely as we 
think even if we make the effort to 
keep them out of sight. There are oth­ 
er ways in which they manifest them­ 
selves than b y words. 
Our whole manner is very often the 
result of some bitter, resentful idea 
that we have unconsciously permitted 
to develop in our brain without rea­ 
son and although we may not have 
pm into words the ugly thoughts that 
lh through our 
minds 
they are re- 
fU Hvd in no uncertain way in our ac- 
: a 
.. our general demeanor and even 


out dissatisfied countenances. 
Of curse we deserve some measure 
of praise if we are able to keep such 
hard thoughts from passing through 
our lips into passionate speech, and 
perhaps it is because we do this on oc­ 
casion that we believe we have them 
under our control. 
But ugly thoughts 
have a way of expressing themselves 
in a silence that hurts perhaps even 
more than an outbreak which, while it 
stings unmercifully at the time, has 
the advantage of clearing the atmos­ 
phere for a wrhile at least. 
It is to 
our credit, however, when we struggle 
hard against giving way to the blight 
of unworthy thoughts, a practice by 
which so many of us hope to ease our 
overburdened hearts when we think of 
those against whom for one reason or 
another we hold a grievance. It is the 
constant nursing of such a grievance 
that multiplies our unhappy thoughts 
until they become an obsession from 
which it is hard 
to 
free 
ourselves. 
Many times during the day we find 
something to irritate us, and when 
these irritations persist they find ex­ 
pression in our attitude towards those 
with whom we 
are 
associated, and 
against whom we soon begin to harbor 
unkind thoughts because they resent 
our demeanor. 
If we could only cut 
off abruptly unworthy thoughts when 
they first begin to make their pres­ 
ence felt, we would save ourselves and 
others a great 
deal 
of unnecessary 
trouble and sorrow, and at the same 
time keep the way clear for happiness 
and success. 
No one can work well 
when dark thoughts becloud the mind, 
or when bitterness 
and 
discourage- 
men cast their spell over us. 
Their 
effects are unconsciously wrought in­ 
to the task upon which we may be 
working, although at the time we do 
not realize this fact. 
All that we do 
know is that for some reason that per­ 
haps we do not at the moment under­ 
stand the results of our labors are not 
satisfying and we 
are 
disappointed 
and discouraged. 
When 
life 
flows 
"smoothly, and that means when happy 
thoughts possess our brain— clean,

Discussion about tfce new gases that 
can wipe out whole cities and new mi­

This dreadful weap­

How much truth there is in all these 
stories it is impossible to say.

ably some of them are much exag­ 
gerated, but there is certainly much 
truth in some of them at least, and 
there is no doubt that since the war 
great progress has been made in the • 
development of new instrumentalities 
of warfare. 
The question is— and it 
is a question of much practical inter­ 
est— whether the near future will not 
bring some 
discovery 
in 
this field 
which will place at the disposal of 
mankind such tremendous powers of 
destruction as really to have the ef­ 
fect wrhich has been so often predicted 
hut not yet achieved— namely, the ef­ 
fect of making another war so obvious­ 
ly suicidal to the peoples taking part 
in it that the collective mind of man­ 
kind will at once realize that the time 
has come when either the wTar prob­ 
lem must be solved or civilization must 
perish. 
Most 
great 
reforms 
have 
been 
brought about through the pressure of 
stern necessity. 
Mankind has seldom 
given up its foolish or its evil ways 
until the penalty of persisting in those 
ways loomed black and forbidden be­ 
fore it. We have to be scared into per­ 
forming. 
Some of us 
have 
already 
been scared sufficiently by the penal­ 
ty of persisting in the practice of war, 
but that penalty is still too vague, too 
little realized by mankind in the mass, 
to have the effect of scaring the hu­ 
man race as a whole into abolishing 
war. 
It it not at least possible that 
before long some epoch-making dis­ 
covery will result in bringing to us all 
so vivid and concrete a realization pf 
what the consequences of the war fol­ 
ly must be that fear will accomplish 
what reason has so far been impotent 
to bring about?

An annunocement sent out from 
the United States Civil Service com­ 
mittee, Washington, D. C., fixes the 
dates for examination for 
post­ 
master at Sedalia, which post fol­ 
lowing the death of Postmaster E. 
E. Johnston, has been filled by W. 
M. Johns, for August 9, 1921. 
The date of the vacancy at the 
Sedalia postoffice occurred on May 
7, this year, and shortly afterward 
Mr. Johns was appointed acting 
postmaster. 
The official notification for the 
examination of candidates reads in 
part: 
At the request of the Postmaster 
General, the United States Civil 
Service commission announces an 
open competitive examination 
to 
fill a vacancy in the position of 
postmaster at each of the offices 
named above* This is not an ex­ 
amination under the Civil Service 
Act and rules, but is held under an 
executive order issued 
May IO, 
1921, which provides as follow’s: 
“When a vacancy exists or here­ 
after occurs in the position of post­ 
master at an office of the first, 
second, or third class, if such va­ 
cancy is not filled by nomination 
of some person within the compet­ 
itive classified Civil Service who 
has the required qualifications, then 
the Postmaster General shall cer­ 
tify the fact to the Civil Service 
commission, which shall forthwith 
hold an open competitive examina­ 
tion to test the fitness of applicants 
to fill such vacancy, and when such 
examination has been held and the 
papers 
in 
connection 
therewith 
have been rated, the said commis­ 
sion shall certify the results there­ 
of to the Postmaster General, who 
shall submit to the president the 
name of one of the highest three 
qualified eligibles for appointment 
to fill such vacancy unless it is es 
tarnished that the character or res­ 
idence of any such applicant dis­ 
qualifies him for appointment; pro­ 
vided, that at the expiration of the 
term of any person appointed to 
such position through examination 
before the Civil ervice Commission, 


discretion, submit the name of such 
person to the president for re­ 
nomination without further exami­ 
nation. 


“No person who has passed his 
sixty-fifth birthday, or who has not 
actually resided within the delivery 
of such office for two years next 
preceding such vacancy, shall be 
given the examination here provid­ 
ed for. 
“If, under this order, it is de­ 
sired to make nomination for any 
office of a person in the competi­ 
tive classified service, such person 
must first be found by the Civil 
Service Commission to meet the 
requirements for the office.” 
The announcement lists the sal­ 
ary of postmaster at Sedalia at 
$3,400 a year.
